ORDERING. If possible use our order sheet. Ad- 


ditional order sheets will be sent on request. 


Be sure to fill in your name and address. Write 
plainly; English, Holland or German may bLe used, for 
expressions or correspondence. 


PAYING. All bills are due August Ist next, unless 
other agreements are made. Overdue accounts will 
draw interest at the rate of six per cent (6%) per 
annum. 


Credit will be extended to regular customers, pro- 
viding your account is in good standing. 


New customers, applying for credit, will please send 
paid seed bills of two previous years to prove good 
standing elsewhere. 


Orders for C. O. D. shipments will have prompt 
attention if 25% of the amount is sent with order. 


On spring orders for Garden Seeds we allow a dis- 
count of 10% if paid before April 1st. On Implements 
5%. Orders received after June lst are not subject to 
discount. 


Grass and Field Seeds are sold net cash at any time. 
Bags are free. 


DELIVERY. All orders will be delivered free of 
charge within a radius of 50 miles. After April 1st, and 


continuing throughout the summer, we make daily de- 
liveries to all local points. 


SHIPPING. Shipments can be made by freight, ex- 
press or parcel post. If no instructions are given, we 
will use our own judgment. We will prepay FREIGHT 
shipments of Garden Seeds up to a distance of 300 
miles from Chicago. On EXPRESS shipments the 
customer pays transportation charges on arrival of 
goods, but we do allow the freight rate on the invoice. 
Fertilizers, Field Seeds and Implements are quoted and 
shipped f. 0. b. Chicago. 


Be sure to note condition of bags on arrival; if torn, 
have it marked on your freight bill; if spilled out, have 
the bags weighed and weight also noted on freight 
bill, otherwise it will be impossible to recover damages.
